GOOD OIL TESTS. 


The following tests will prove use- 


ful for the car owner who desires 
to test the oil he is using. The first 
Is the flash test, which is applied 
as follows:

Heal 
the oil and test the vapors that rise 
from the fluid by holding the flame 
Of a match near the surface of the 
oil "and then pulling it quickly away.

EMULSION TEST 


Emulsion test is the next thins to 


fry, anil this is done as follows: 


Put several ounces of oil in a 


tightly cooked bottle with an equal 
volume of water. 
Shake the bottle 


vigorously to mix the two fluids and 
then allow it to stand for a full day. 
If the oil is of first quality sit the 
end of twenty-four hours it will 
show a slight white lime of separa- 
tion where oil and water meet. The. 
water will remain below and will be 
slightly cloudy in coloring. A poor- 
ly refined oil will be partly com- 
bined with the water: that is to say. 
it will lorm an emulsion, having a 
semi-fluid, reddish white or brown- 
ish white mass containing drops of 
the oil. Think what such an oil will 
do with the water that leaks down

The next test that may be made is 


one for viscosity. It is rather hard 
to carry out without extensive equip- 
ment, but a small quantity of the oil 
can be treated of the whole.
